Soon' after passing the Jersey coast 


the Hamilton ran into a fog which 
asted all night It is believed that 
this fog was responsible for the ac- 
Ident The Hamilton was going at 
Jiree-QuarterB speed off Hog Island 
when the passengers were suddenly 
brown from their berths. In an in- 
tant all was confusion, and as the 
assengers managed to reach 
the 


eck they teamed that there had 
wen & collision. In the fog could be 
een dimly across the bows of the 
Hamilton a steamer about her own 
Ize. 
Those on board the other steam- 
hip shouted that they were sinking 
vnd In reply to questions answered 
hat their boat was a Clyde line 
teamer and that the name was Sag! 
aw The Saginaw had been struck 
bout twenty feet from the stern on 
the starboard side, and her stern had 
teen, cut through as cleanly as If It 
ad been done by men in a dry dock, 
'he stern sunk almost immediately, 
nd the forward part drifted several 
undred yards. 
As soon as possible the boats of 


he Hamilton, which had been mad* 
eady after the collision, were low- 
red. The thick fog made It Impossl 
le for the crew of the Hamilton to 
work quickly and In a few moments 
nd before the boats reached her the 
*aglnaw -was going down with a auc- 
ion that almost drew the boats of 
ho Hamilton after her. la the dark- 
ess could be heard the cries of 
hose on the Saginaw.

Count Courtney, the "Dream Proph- 
et." who warned President McKinley 
eighty days before his assassination 
at Buffalo, has dreamed that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be defeated for 
reelection by a New York state dem- 
ocrat. 


It is a matter of record that Bar- 


ton about Sept 1, 1901, was com- 
pelled to leave1 th« White House by 
the policemen stationed -there, who 
considered him.1 a harmless, but an- 
noying crank. Barton said at the 
time that he had dreamed that Pres- 
ident McKinley would be killed, and 
appeared much affected when no at- 
tention was paid to his warning.

witness or more the person so offend- 
ing ahall forfeit and pay for the use 
of the poor of said Town, the Sum 
of Five shillings for every such of- 
fensc to be Levied by distress under 
the hand and seal of the Justice be- 
fore whom the Conviction shall be, 
and if such offender be a minor, ser- 
vant or slave the said fine shall be 
Levied on the Parents, Guardians or 
master of such offender.

Stranger than any other organization 


Of men is the Volunteers* Prisoners' 
league, whose certificates of member- 
ship today emblazon the walls of 12,- 
000 cells in ihe prisons of this country. 
Stranger still is the fact that a woman 
was the organizer and Is the present 
head of this organization aud on her 
shoulders rests the entire burden of 
supporting a work for prisoners costing 
more than $20.UOO a year. This woman 
is Mrs. Maud Ballington Boots, known 
as the "little mother" by the 20,000 
wearers and ex-wearers of the prison 
uniform who have come under her be- 
neficent influence. 
! The story of the Volunteers' Prison- 
'ers' league is a wonderful one. It had 
j io beginning in the break between the 
Salvation Army and Mr. and Mrs. Bal- 
lington Booth and the establishment by 
them of the Volunteers of America, a 
rival organization. 


The Volunteers do work along all the 


lines made familiar by the Salvation 
Army; but, in addition, they speedily 
t»egan to lay stress upon Xvork for the 
prisoners of the country ttoth while 
within prison walls and after their re- 
lease. This department became Mrs. 
Booth's special field, and to it she has 
given her life. Since there are more 
than 80,000 men within the state pris- 
ons of the country she does not lack for 
opportunities. 


This prison work began at Sing Sing 


prison, Nfew York. At first it was a 
work of visitation. Mrs. Booth began 
to visit the men in their cells and to 
address them in chapel. She speedily 
won the confidence of the prisoners, 
and it was not long before the title 
"little mother" became attached to 
her. 
In her visits to prisoners Mrs. 


Bo\>th is generally given a room or 
even a vacant cell, where she may con- 
fer in private with the men desiring to 
be brought to see her. Thither the 
prisoners are brought by their keepers, 
the latter remaining without while the 
sweet faced little woman is shut up 
with the men who wear .the brand of 
criminals. 
Some of them -are hard- 


ened and desperate offenders and not 
infrequently are murderers. To Mrs. 
Booth, however, they are simply men 
in need of comfort and counsel.

Trenton, N. J.; Joliet, 111.; Baltimore; 
Columbus, O.; Canyon City, Colo.; 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan.; Anamosa, 
la., and Fort Madison, la. 


Then the necessity of providing a re- 


trout for released convicts presented 
itself. When a man comes from prison 
he is branded. Nobody will employ an 
ex-convict," and no one will work with 
him. So Mrs. Booth set about making 
a home for her "boys." As she had 
chosen the star of hope for the em- 
blem of her prison work, so she named 
the house which vshe opened for the re- 
ception of discharged prisoners Hope 
hall. This first retreat was established 
at Flushing, N. Y., and it has been so 
largely used that it had to be enlarged. 
Two others have since been added, 
IIopo ball No. 2 at Chicago and Hope 
hall No. 3 at Fort Dodge, la. Here the 
men find temporary shelter until em- 
ployment can be secured for them. 
More than a thousand men have passed 
through the three Hope halls, and the 
records show that 75 per cent of them 
arc doing well, while only a very small 
percentage liuve returned to the old 
life. The theory of the Hope halls is 
"a second chunco for tbe man who is 
down." 


Mrs. Booth is the wife of Bnlllngton 


Booth, son of General William Booth 
of the Salvation Army. She is the 
daughter of a Church of England cler- 
gyman. With her husband and her 
two children she occupies a charming 
home in one of the New Jersey sub- 
urbs of Now York city.

In th« recent com- 
petition which he captured Keller wa* 
opposed to the leading bag punchers in 
the country, and. notwithstanding thla 
fact. h« carried off flrat prize, a hand- 
some gold medal, without exerting him- 
self more than he would in a practice 
bout with .the swinging spheroid. Keller 
ha*, originated several new "stunts" which 
are as attractive and interesting a* they 
are intricate. Not satisfied with punching 
one bag at a time, he sometimes manipu- 
lates two, three and even four of them 
simultaneously, operating with his feet 
bags attached to the floor in addition to 
two hung from the ceiling. Keller has 
made a scientific study of the art of bag 
punching, and he speaks in an Interesting 
and instructive manner concerning the 
art.

Tha Champion Bag Puncher of the World. 


To become an expert puncher of the 


bag requires a considerable amount of 
time and patience.

For costume a pair of 
light tights, a jersey, gymnasium shoes 
and short stockings are all that are re- 
quired. The use of gloves is optional.

Ion were recently matched to .fight at 
San Francisco in June, a bout more 
suited to the wishes of Young Corbett, 
the champion, could not have been ar- 
ranged.

I never use them, and I would suggest 
that any one desirous of obtaining the 
best results also discard them. 


The bag should be hung so that it 


reaches about an inch below the level 
of the shoulders. It should be inflated 
by means of a bicycle pump. Do not 
blow it up with the mouth. 


The bag puncher should stand close 


to the bag in an easy position. The 
legs should not be stretched so far 
apart as to appear ungraceful or strain- 
ed, and the bauds should be clinched 
with the knuckles and finger joints on 
a perfectly straight line if possible. 


You should first practice simply 


punching the bag out in front or to ei- 
ther side with one hand. 
When you 


have perfected this rudimentary move. 


1 you can bring both bauds into play, 
| hitting the spheroid alternately with 
; either. You should not think of using 
! more than one bag until you have bad 
j at least four or five months' practice 
with a single bag. You must begin at 


i the bottom of the ladder and work 
I your way up, just as a soldier rises 
from the ranks to a position of author- 
ity. 


After mastering the variations of 


simple band work you can take up the' 
elbow blows and their combination* 
with the hand movements. It la.nec- 
essary to be absolutely accurate In el- 
bow work, for the slightest error ia 
aura to bring about a disastrous end. 


Elbow work is hard and awkward 


at first, but if you work at It faithfully 
you will soon get the bong of It. Much 
depends on proper balance. Your own 
Instinct and a little practice will soon 
teach you this, just as it teaches you 
to judge distance in hitting. 


Many people, when they find they 


can't pick up the whole aclenct of bag 
punching In a week, get discouraged 
and stop work. The chances arc ten 
to out that they will never make a suc-

hit the bag. When hitting a "back el- 
bow blow" (which will come later), hit 
the other side of the elbow. For the 
sake of convenience we will call the 
present elbow blow and all elbow 
blows that drive the bag in front of 
you rather than behind "forward el- 
bow blows." 


After learning the forward elbow 


blow with the left arm try it with the 
right. 


In the right arm work keep the left 


foot still advanced, but turn the right 
shoulder farther forward, so that the 
chest is flush with the bag and at the 
necessary distance from it. You will 
soon learn the distance as well as the 
required balance and motion for hips 
and shoulders. 


After learning to bit the bag with the 


elbow on the third rebound try it on 
the first rebound. 


After that hit it with the left elbow 


and on the third rebound hit it with 
the right, alternating. Then with left 
and right on first rebound, as In tattoo. 


Next try a new and pretty tattoo, 


which is really not so very bard: 


Hit the bag with the left elbow. On 


the rebound hit it with the right fist 
Let it strike the ring, and as, it comes 
back hit it again with the left elbow, 
driving it against the ring and tapping 
it once more with the right fist as it 
comes back, keeping this up as long as 
you can. You will in time learn to do 
it almost as quickly as you can now 
work the regular fist tattoo. No shift 
of shoulders and chest is necessary 
when working from left elbow to right 
fist in this tattoo.
